Alexius Proto-ſebaſ- 
ts, herminion, did woe all peo- 
ple to make reſiſtance, But hee 
tound abundance of Neuters, ( of 
that luke-warme temper ) which 
Heavenand Hell doth hate, ) who 
would mot out of their houſes, 
but flay at home * and ſide with ,.. -. 
neither party, theſe did maintaine x. win. 
that the publike Good was no-/zelnX, 
thing but the rcſulc of marry $/0p 
mens particular good, and there-"3« ri , 
fore held, that in faving- their t##®: 
| own 
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ownthey advanced the generall. 
Indeed they hop'd, though the. 
great veſſel of tht State was wrackt, 
in a private fly-boat of Neutra- 
lity ro waft their owne Adven- 
ture ſafe ro the Shore. But who 
ever ſaw dauncers on ropes, ſo 
equally to poiſe themſclves, but 
at laſt they fell downe and brake 
their Necks? And wee willtake 
the Boldnefle- to pgint at theſe 
hereafter, and to ſhew what was 
their ſucceſle. 

32.. The beſt thing which be- 
freinded Proto- Sebaſius (next to his 
owne Money) wasthe obliging 
diſpoſition of Zene. Shee had as 
many Nets as geſtures to catch at- 
te Rjons in, and with her Smiles, 
did not oncly preſle, but pay all

ans of Piſa, Genoa, Florence, and 
Venice, Proto-ſebaſlias hired 'Mer- 
cenary Mariners of theſe, and with 
them man'd his Ships, ſtopping 
the paſſages of Proportes ,- by 
which Andronicue coming from 
Paphlagenza, uut of the lefler 4ſpa, 
was to piſlc.
